The purpu*e of the two alfalfa commercial 
tours Tuesday is to get more folks 
interested in seeding alfalfa 
on 
their farms. 
C. M. Christy, ex ­ 
tension soils specialist from 
the 
University, will be assisting with 
the tours. Alfalfa is the best le­ 
gume hay crop available anywhere 
and yet probably less than one 
farm in five is growing the crop 
in Pettis County. 
It is granted that the crop takes 
a lot of soil preparation but the 
fertilizer 
and 
lime 
applications 
made wiU last for five to ten years. 
On an annual basis the cost is not 
high. Actually during the past five 
years it has been easier to get a 
stand of alfalfa than grasses. 
The morning tour starts at Joe 
Klein’s at 9 :30 a.m. Klein lives 
on the west side of Highway C 
(Abell road) and about 
miles 
north from Bahner. The 15 acres 
at Kleins was seeded in the fall of 
19 55 with a bushel of barley as a 
nurse crop. 
Previous to seeding 
the field was fertilized according 
to soil test. It made over a ton 
of hay p er acre last year in spite 
of the insects and drought. 
The eight 
acres operated 
by 
Lawrence Zimmerschied is in the 
Lake Creek bottom on the Vernon 
Monsees farm . P art of 
it was 
seeded in the spring and p art in 
the fall of 19 52 under the legume 
and pasture restoration program 
after the 19 51 floods. He used a 


fertilizer. 3-12-12, at 
the rate of 1300 pounds per acre 
to supply 
the needed 
nitrogen, 
phosphate and potash. Just across 
the road is a small field seeded 
by Clarence Schlesselman the same 
fall but with rock phosphate in­ 
cluded in the fertilizer applied. 
The morning tour ends at Rudy 
and Bob B rauer’s where straight 
alfalfa was seeded in the fall of 
19 55 and a p asture mix ture con­ 
taining alfalfa was seeded in the 
fall of 19 56 and reseeded in the 
spring of 19 57. Most of the alfalfa 
was fertilized according 
to 
soil 
test but one small corner had only 
rock phosphate and is really yel­ 
low. Some q uick tests will be run 
on this field by Mr. Christy during 
the tour. 
The afternoon lour starts at 1:30 
at the R. L. Ritchie farm which 
is located a mile north, four miles 
west and one north of Green Ridge.

trou ble come* primarily from hi* fellow Re­ 
pu blican s. 
Shortly after he became Secretary of Agricu l­ 
tu re, Ezra ju n ked all departmen t of agricu ltu re 
n u rseries. He claimed it was n ot the job of 
the gov ern men it to grow trees, an d he tu rn ed 
the n u rseries ov er to the state* — ev en if the 
•tale* didn ’t wan t them. 
At Win on a, Min n . Ben son gav e 
a thriv in g 
U.S. n u rsery to the state of Min n esota. The 
state proceeded to remov e all tru cks, tools, trac­ 
tors, the ov erhead irrigation sy stem an d some 
of the choice n u rsery stock. Then Min n esota 
aban don ed the site. 
The site is n ow own ed by the Win on a San d 
an d Grav el Co., which pu rchased the on ce-thriv ­ 
in g U. S. gov ern men t n u rsery for the bargain 
price of $3,000. The price in clu ded a Bu tler 
bu ildin g v alu ed at $12,000, plu s all irrigation 
equ ipmen t that cou ld n ot be mov ed, in clu din g 
a pu mp, motor, etc., plu s other min or bu ildin gs. 
In brief, the n u rsery which on ce grew thou ­ 
sands of trees is n ow a grav el pit. 
Bu t three y ears later, when Secretary Ben son 
started his soil ban k plan , he su dden ly discov er­ 
ed he wou ld n eed trees. 
Republicans Object 
So, becau se it’s too late to start U.S. n u rseries 
an d becau se he doesn ’t wan t to rev erse himself 
that mu ch, Ben son is n ow pu mpin g $6 ,000,000 
of federal fu n ds in to state n u rseries whether 
the states wan t the mon ey or n ot.

We n o lon ger 
limit Jo y ce’s Spirit o f helpfu ln ess
